Mrurnts, Doe. 22.—By the-arrival in this city 
to-night of Mr. Monte Hutzell. one of the passen- 
gers of the ill-fated steamer Nick Wall, I learu 
the following additional aud horrible particulars 
of the sinking of that boat at 100 Sunday night, 
by which over one hundred persons, principally 
emigrants, men, women apd children, lost their 
lives. It i proper’ to Mmeniion that 
wheao the Nick Wall passed this city. she was 
land: d to the guards with freight, and her hurri- 
cane roof was packed with wegons, barrels and 
farming implements. Notwtthstending her 
crowded condition, she took on beard here up- 
wards of seventy deck passengers and fifteen 
cabin passengers, making, with those already on 
board, upwards of two hundred and Ofiy souls. 
nearly bafy of whom are known tobe lost or 
missing. 

STATEMENT OF A PASSENGER. 

Mr. Hutsell's statement ls substantially as fol- 
lows: The majority of the cabin passengers, about 
tuirty, bad retired. Bight of us were sitting 
around the stove amusing ourselves, when we 
felta severe shock. AH jemped up. some ran 
one way and some another. I tan out the 
door of the cabin leading (othe boiler deck, bu 
immediately afier getting out everything seemed 
quiet, and I turned round and weiked back te 
the cabin. I suppose the time that elapsed from 
the time I left the tabin un I returned was 
about two mlautes, when a crash came, and the 
hurricane foot caved in, dashing barrels, 
wagons, plows, and numerous other articles 
to the boiler deck where everybody had ; u:hed 
who could get out of their siatersoms.

The — end necessity of this 
great work need no comment at our 
bands. A trunk line will shorten the 
distance to Chattanooga from eighty to 
one hundred miles, besides opening up a 


trade in the two States of Kentucky and 
Tennessee 


When the road is built to Sparta, Ten- 
nessee,. fifty-exght miles below the Ken- 
tucky line, it will connect, by the McMinn- 
vine road, with the Nashville and 
Chattanooga road at Tullahoma, and the 
Memphis and Charleston road at Hunts- 
ville,.or Decatur, by roads partly com- 
pleted, thus opening all northern Alabama 
and Georgia to our trade direct, and giving 
new and eborter lines to Mobile and . 
Orleans. 

Inis measure must be pressed 80 
to success at once by our city. It will sat- 
isfy the people of the counties south of us 
in Kentucky that we are in earnest, and 
that they have a far better prospect of se- 
curing a railroad by this plan than by the 
vague, ex and uncertain prop- 
osition of Cincinnati. It occupies the 
route between the Ohio river and Chatta- 
nooga, with a trunk line shorter and 
through a better country than 
apy proposed by Cinemnati, and 
will destroy the argument before 
the Legislature of a necessity for a road 
over this unoccupied and important route.

The disputed point that the piano-forte 
is unsuited to women and within reach 
only of men, was fairly illustrated by the 
playing of WAI at Weisiger Hall the 
other evening.

Inthe performances of We this 
embarrassment did not appear. There 
was no trace of equivocation or distrust. 
All was broad and strong, leaving the fancy 
untrammeled to work out its inspirations 
liberally, and in that bold, self-confident 
spirit which, m music as in oretory, is at 
least one—hali the battle. 

WIUII belongs partly to the school of 
Liszt and partly to the school of TRAIL 
BERG, and resembles JAEL more than any 
of the players whom the moment recalls. 
He is perhaps the last of the great players of 
great show-pieces, His execution is indeed a 
marvel, of range and finish. We do not 
refer exclusively to the famous left-hand 
movement, but to the general elaboration 
which he gives to all his movements. 
There is an amount of subtlety as well as 
meehanical] force in his metbod; and many 
of his transcriptions may be named as 
quite up to the mark of Liszt and Tua 
BERG. He possesses in a striking degree 
that cool and well-poised delicacy which, 
opposed to the enthusiastic, Creole glow 
and passion of GOTTSCHALK, carried 
THALBERG so far. There is in him little 
either of the dash of GorrschaLk or the 
repressive tendency of StrerHEN HELLER. 
He goes about his work in an open, matter- 
ot-iact, workmanlike way that says, Now, 
you know, I am up to this thing and I'm 
goipg to do it in a thoroughly satisfactory 
and artistic manner, but without any airs 
of a fine frenzy; that ien’t in my line, you 
know.” For an out-and-out cockney is 
this WERHII with a German cross, and not 
much in the way of the sentimental, 
albeit a scholar in Cnorm and a triend to 
WaGner and ScHUMARN. 

Take him in and gut, we should say that 
WEHLI is about the best concert player 
now before the public. He is immensely 
ahead of RirTER; and none of the ladies, 
who have of late years monopolized the 
instiument for which they are so unsuited, 
is to be named with him. Classic music, 
that is the best of the music of MEN DRLS- 
SOHN and ScHUMANN and Cnorm and 
even of StrerHEeN HELLER, with transcrip- 
tions from BgEetHovEN and Baca, are 
ill adapted to the uses of a miscellaneous 
audience in the present state of popular 
culture; and, if we are not to get it in its 
purity, we prefer to have the grand old 
concert style done grardly, as it is done by 
WIIII. He has the breadth and power 
and finish to satisfy every want that refers 
to the school to which he belongs and 
which he illustrates as we are not wont to 
have it illustrated in this country. Besides, 
there. is a good moral and educational 
purpose in his playing that promises some- 
thing. 

If WIII could be induced to make a 
musical tour of instruction among the 
public and private schools of the country 
he could do real good. We need to have 
our boys taught music and the piano is 
the instrument to put them to. As we 
have said, they cannot stick it under their 
arm, like a violin, and go fiddling about 
with it in bad company. It leads them 
into good company, makes them accepta- 
ble to society, encourages gentleness and 
good breeding, brings out the better qual- 
ities, and, so far from being feminine, is 
masculine in all its exactions. WII 
could be a useful lecturer as he is a potable 
example of piano-forte practice. The 
suggestion is worth the consideration of 
the Schoo] Board and the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. It is time that 
some effort should be made to soften and 
adorn the character of our young barbari- 
ans, who, as they are now taught, learn 
just enough to play first the fiddle and then 
the very devil.

A New FPandora’s Box. 

The House ot Representatives has set 
the third Tuesday in January for the dis- 
cussion ot a bill introduced by Mr. GzorcE 
Frissre Hoar, of Massachusetts, provid- 
ing tor a national system of education. 
This bill empowers the President to 
appoint a superintendent of in- 
struction foreach State ata salary of 
$8,000 per annum, as many division 
inspectors at a salary ol $2,000 
each as the State has representatives 
in Congress, and a whole army of local 
superintendents at $3 perday. There are 
provisions for renting or building school- 
houses, furnishing books, and taking prop- 
erty for school purposes where none can 
be had by voluntary contract. It is sus- 
ceptible of proof that such a measure 
would enable the party in power to main- 
tain a political propaganda of about thirty 
thousand educators and control about 
thirty milhon dollars’ worth of additional 
patronage. It provides for the collection of 
$50,000,000 annually by direct taxation for 
school purposes. Besides being an engine 
of corruption, and an attempt to extend 
the power of the General Government to 
functions for which it was not ordained or 
adapted, this measure would inevitably in- 
troduce religious questions into our na- 
tional politics, and prove, in the end, a 
veritable Panpora’s box. If Congress can- 
not leave public education to the State 
governments the latter had as well be 
wiped out at once. There is no use of 
making two bites at a cherry.
